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Yanks Capture Carentan 


, British Smash Forward Nine Miles 


In Thrust to Encircle Base of Caen

LONDON, June 12.—American troops captured Carentan, eastern anchor of the Ger- 
man line across the Cherbourg peninsula today at 8:30 a.m. after all-night fighting in the 
streets, and British troops drove forward nine miles to the east of Caen in a thrust to en- 
circle that city, key rail junction and western hinge of the enemy defences. 

Henry T. Gorrell, British United Press correspondent with the Americans in Normandy, reported the 
fall of Carentan in a dispatch written on high ground overlooking the town at 9 a.m. . 


Gorrell reported that the German‘ 


survivors at Carentan fled south. | 
ward through a tiny anJ fast-closing| 
gap as the American forces were!

itself. 

Carentan fell about 12 hours 
after two captured German para- 
chutists carrying a white flag and 
an American lieutenant with a 
red flag entered the town with a 
surrender ultimatum, 


The German garrison commander 
refused to surrender.on the grounds 
that he lacked sufficient authority 


60-MILE BEACHHEAD 

Supreme headquarters announced 
that the beachhead now extended 
for 60 miles, the deepest penetra- 
tion reaching 18 miles where Ame- 
rican troops had seized all of the 
forest of Cerisy and had cut the 
main road leading to St. Lo, com- 
munications hub immediately south 
of the Cherbourg peninsula. 

The situation in Normandy was! 
described officially as “a little bet- 
ter than satisfactory” as the Allied 
armies rounded out the first week| 
of the invasion campaign with 
steady advances.

New Agreement 


In Development 
Of Gas Fields 


Giving Northwestern Utilities 
Ltd. exclusive rights to natural 
gas development in 50,000 acres 
of crown lands in the Viking and

The gas company now holds an 
approximate total of 50,000 acres in 
the same area, in addition to lands 
covered by the agreement. 

Provision is made in the contract 
for payment to the province of 
rentals and royalties and other 
clauses cover possible oil develop- 
ments in the acreage.

ENCIRCLING SWEEP 


Armadas of Allied planes churn- 
ed the roads, railways and bridges 
into chaotic ruins, however, and 
along one road a column of German 
transport being rushed into the area 
was able to move only 15 miles in 
four hours.

City Revenue 
Is $1,277,625 
In 3 Months 


Revenue for the first three 
months of 1944 amounted to 
$1,277,625.08 against expenditures 
of $1,263,918.41 to leave an “ap 
parent surplus for the three 
months” of $13,956.67, according 
to a report to be filed with city 
council Monday night by A. A. 
Campbell, city comotroller. 

Seven departments have exceed- 
ed their appropriations during the 
three-month period, but in all cases 
the excess is slight. Eighteen depart- 
ments were either below the esti- 
mated expenditure for the period, 
or had them estimated on a pro 
rata basis. 


RELIEF COSTS DOWN 


Civic relief was approximately 
$5,000 below the anticipated $20,242 
expenditure for the three months, 
while the fire department expendi- 
tures was approximately $4,000 be- 
low the anticipated $63,311 expenses 
for the three-month period. 

The city health department was 
$2,000 below its estimated $11,532 
expenditures, and the police de- 
partment approximately $1,000 be- 
low the anticipated expenditure of 
$53,726. 


In the revenue column the land 
department was approximately 
$6,000 above the estimated rev- 
enue of $34,075 for the period, and 
surplus from utilities amounted 
to $115,470 against an estimate of 
$83,276, Revenue from tax on the 
utilities amounted to $93,169 com- 
pared with an estimated $86,848. 

The police department revenue 
was $6,445 against an estimate of 
$4,593, whilé revenue from the city 
market was slightly below the 
amount expected with $2,655, 
against an estimated $3,250.

HEALTH BILL DOESN’T 
EXIST SAYS COLDWELL

MOOSE JAW, June 12.—(CP). 
—M. J, Coldwell, C.C.F. national 
leader, said in a Saskatchewan 
provincial election campaign ad- 
dress Saturday night that “A fed- 
eral government health bill which 
does not exist is either a serious 
error or a political swindle of the 
first magnitude.” 

Mr. Coldwell said improved 
health services were required in 
Saskatchewan and there “had been 
much talk” of a health bill pro- 
posed by the federal Liberal ad- 
ministration. 


NO BILL IN HOUSE 

“There is no health bill in Ot- 
tawa,” said Mr, Coldwell. 

A delegation interested in health 
legislation had recently gone to 
Ottawa with a copy of a federal 
health bill which bore the notation 
that it had been given first reading 
in the House of Commons in March, 
Mr. Coldwell said he asked Pen- 
sions Minister Mackenzie if it were 
indeed a bill and the minister said 
it was not. Some of his officials had 
gathered information and felt it 
should be put in the form of a bill. 
Somehow the news about it had 
gone all over the country, 

“The strange thing is that it 
got across the country before the 

Saskatchewan election, and Sas- 
katchewan has passed an act 
which allows it to come under a 
bill which doesn’t exist,” said Mr. 
Coldwell, 

He said Harold Winch, British 
Columbia C.C.F. leader who is 

speaking in the Saskatchewan cam- 
paign, had been criticized for a 
statement in Calgary in answering 
a question on whether the C.C.F, 
could put its policy into effect 
without the use of force. 


USE FORCES OF LAW 

Mr. Coldwell said that Mr. Winch 
had set forth that if a democratic- 
ally elected government had forc- 
ible resistance to its program being 
carried out, it would use the forces 
of law and order. The police and 
army would be used to put down 
rebellion. 

“What government wouldn't do 
that?” asked Mr, Coldwell. The 
+government led by Rt. Hon. R. B. 
Bennett had used force against 
“a group of boys” in 1935 at Regina 
when relief marchers, travelling 
across Canada on freight trains, 
were halted. The Liberal govern- 
ment at Ottawa had sent police to 
keep order at a Shawinigan Falls, 
Que., strike about the time Mr. 
Winch spoke in Calgary.

Now or Never 


Herr Hitler’s newspaper, the Voelkisch- 
er Beobachter, rightly observes that suc- 
cess for the Allied invasion would “simply 
mean the end”. Perhaps the observation 

‘was blurted out under the impulse of un- 
wonted candor induced by high excitement. 
More likely it was thrown out as a frantic 
appeal to the Nazi forces along the Atlantic 
wall to exert themselves to the limit. What- 
ever the inspiring motive or mood, the ad- 
mission has the merit of being true. There 
has been no secret about the purpose of 
the invasion being to bring Hitlerism to 
“the end”, by bringing it within the jaws 
of gigantic pincers, of which the Russian 
army is so splendid an eastern jaw. 

In what circumstances Herr Hitler 
would call the invasion a success is left to 
surmise, It is as yet only in the opening 
stage. Our forces have gained a large and 
well situated beachhead, which they are 
proceeding to expand. The next large ob- 
jective is to establish control over a broad 
and deep coastal area having good harbors, 
where an army of a million or more men 
can be based, supplied with reinforcements 
and equipment as needed, and made ready 
for big scale offensive action. 

This in itself will not constitute success 
for the invasion. But it will open the way 
and is a necessary first step toward the 
goal. It will at least warrant the Fuehrer 
in concluding that “‘the end” is inevitable. 
If he cannot prevent the Allies obtaining 
as large a foot-hold as they require, to pre- 
vent them launching deadly blows from 
that base will be impossible. 

That perhaps was what the Fuehrer’s 
newspaper was hinting at when it admon- 
ished Rundstedt’'s forces with the warning 
that they must block the invaders or “the 
end” will be in sight..

Make the ‘Floor’ Price Real 


The Dominion Government proposes to 
put a “floor” under the prices of farm pro- 
ducts for after-war years. Legislation to 
this end is expected to be introduced at the 
present session of parliament. But to pass 
such legislation will not of itself guarantee 
the farm family a living. 

If a farmer has a thousand bushels of 
wheat in the granary but there are no 
buyers in sight it would do him no good to 
tell him that parliament said the wheat 
was worth a dollar a bushel. What he 
needs in those circumstances is a buyer who 
will give him the dollar, or some better 
price, and take the wheat. The farmer 
couldn't support his family and keep the 
business going with money he couldn't get, 
however much parliament said he ought to 
get if he could sell his wheat. 

So all along the entire range of major 
farm products, If a “floor price” is to 
amount to anything, the grower must be 
able to sell his product at that price or 
better at all times. 

Hence Hon, J. G. Gardiner says parlia- 
ment will also be asked to give the Govern- 
ment authority to buy at the “floor” price 
if and when buyers for home consumption 
or export are not on the market. The 
products bought by the Government would 
be re-sold abroad, or later, at home if that 
could be done without depressing the mar- 
ket. If loss should result, the country, not 
ay individual producer, would stand this 

8s. 

This is something new in the way of 
peacetime marketing arrangements. But 
parliament should not hesitate to grant 
the necessary authority on that account, 
If the country is to prosper, agriculture 
must return a proper reward for invest- 
ment and industry. To guarantee the 
farmer a standing opportunity to sell .his 
products at a fair price will go a long way 
to that end. There is in fact no other way 
apparent to stabilize the farming business.

| Shoes; callouses; a stocking not 
long enough for the foot; and sharp 
garter clasps which cut the top of 
the stockings. 
| A maximum of two hundred 
hours of wear was recorded by the 
nurse’s aide, insurance broker, sec- 
retary, dress fitter and government 
work who participated in the tests, 
This was due to rotating three pairs 
of stockings, immediate washing 
after wearing, and allowing suffi- 
cient time for drying.

Perry Miller of 
Toronto they moved to positions 
overlooking the objective, added 
the fire of their .75 mm. guns to the 
shells brought down by self-pro- 
pelled artillery, they gave covering 
fire to the infantry as they crept 
in. 

To the tanks, as usual, fell the 
task of wiping out machine-gun 
positions the infantry couldn't 
handle, 

Two days later those tactics were 
repeated and Pignataro fell. 

Maj. Ritchie's tanks and support 
moved to heights commanding the 
objective, saw artillery rain down 
about dusk to pound the top parts 
of the buildings, laced the lower 
parts with their own wall-piercing | 
shells, laid a smoke screen, and the

‘(67 Juveniles 
Are Arrested 
In Last Month 


As if to make up for the pre- 
vious month, when only two of 
their category were arrested by 
police, 67 juveniles ran afoul of 
the law during the month of May, 
and were taken into custody, 
according to the monthly police 
report issued Monday by Chief 
Constable Reginald Jennings, The 
arrests were the highest made in 
any one month so far this year. 
The arrests were made in the 
course of detective investigations 
into 330 complaints during the 
month. Of the charges, 40 con- 
cerned thefts, 10 were for wilful 
damage, eight for housebreaking, 
two for “beating board bills," and 
the remainder for other offences. 
Other cases of theft numbered 74. 
Of these, 45 cases referred to theft 
of bicycles, 13 of theft from autos, 
Lost and stolen property amounted 
to a value of $15,124.34. Recovered 
property was valued at $12,692.83, 


KEPT BUSY 

City traffic officers were kept 
busy throughout May, when no less 
than 679 auto tags were handed 
out, the highest number in any one 
month this year. Cyclists’ tags 
were down, as compared to the 
previous month, and only 122 were 
issued. In april, 150 bike riders 
paid fines. Pedestrians, who were 
quite well-behaved in April, dis- 
regarded the law in May, and 28 
parted with 50-cent pieces as a re- 
minder not to cross the ‘streets 
between intersections. 

Traffic accidents rose from 56 
to 65 in May, with 15 persons be- 
ing injured in the same. Ten 
persons were convicted for dan- 
gerous driving, while 18 others 
paid for infractions of traffic 
laws. 

Police cars responded to 553 
calls, while the uniform depart- 
ment investigated 322 complaints, 
looked after 15 lost children, as 
well as looking after 93 business 
premises found insecure. 

The city of Edmonton sold an- 
other horse in May—the second 

this year, according to the pound- 
keeper's report for the month. Five 
other “nags” were redeemed, as 
was one stray cow, three dogs and 
a cat. Discarded pets destroyed 
numbered 78 dogs and 8&4 cats. 

The morality squad, through its 
20 arrests, saw the treasury enrich- 
ed by fines and costs to the extent 
of $1,918, largely through infrac- 
tions of the Liquor Act,

Utilities Revenue 
Is $2,537,509.61 


Gross revenue from the city 
utilities for the four-month period 


ended April 30, 1944, amounted to 
$2,537,509.61 compared with $2,130,- 
956.23 for the same period last 
year, an increase of $406,553.38, 
according to a statement being sub- 
mitted to city council Monday night 
by A. A. Campbell, city comptroller. 

Expenditures during the four- 
month period of 1944 were $1,376,- 
077.22 compared with $1,120,237.60 
for the same period of 1943, an 
increase of $255,839.62, The gross 
surplus on operation was $1,161,- 
432,39 compared with $1,010,718.63, 
an increase of $150,713.76. 


The net surplus on operation dur- 
ing the four months of 1943 was 
$154,232.52 compared with $130,- 
862.63 for the period ended April 
30, 1944, a decrease of $23,369.89. 

Taxes paid on the utilities and 
net surplus for the four months of 
1944 amounted to $405,376.82 com- 
pared with $374,388.65 for the same 
period last year, an increase of 
$30,988.17. The revenue from taxes 
and surplus is the equivalent of 
seven mills at the current tax rate. 

Total set aside in rental reserve 
account for the 1944 period amount- 
ed to $539,270.35 compared with 
$401,705.49, an increase of $137,- 
564.86, while capital charges in the 
four months ended April 30, 1944 
were $216,785.27 against $234,624.49 
for the same period last year, a 
decrease of $17,839.

And Mine

| Mothers get very strange ideas 
labout the “food” value of different 
foods. One will assert that bananas 
have little food value and therefore 
are good in a “reducing” diet, an- 
other will say with equal emphasis, 
“I know they have so much nourish- 
ment they aren't the best thing to 
give my boy regularly.” 

Bananas offer about 100 calories 
per average-sized banana. This is 
the same amount and substan- 
tially the same kind of nourish- 
ment—chiefly carbodydrate—as is 
supplied by % cup of cooked far- 
ina, % cup of corn flakes, 1 and 
1-3 slices of white bread, % cup of 
cooked peas. It is also about the 
same caloric measurement as 4 
small slices of bacon,

kind of nourishment in about the 
same-sized portions.

“How old can he be before he 
|gets whole milk? How do you go 
about changing to whole milk, grad- 
ually or all at once? 

“Is it wise to waken a baby if he 
is sleeping at feeding time? 

“Should I waken him for his 5 
a.m. feeding if he isn’t awake then? 
He usually waken about 7 a.m. If 
he wakens at 7 should I make him 
wait until his 9 a.m, feeding?” 

Your banana is no more “fatten- 
ing” as it contains no more calories 
than your ordinary serving of cer- 
eal. If he likes bananas by all 
meals use those in place of the cer- 
eal. 

The change from a diluted milk 

to a whole milk is made gradually, 
reducing the water ounce by ounce 
and increasing the milk. By the 
time a baby weighs from 16 to 18 
pounds, whatever his age, he is 
about ready for 16 ounces of evap- 
orated milk with water to make 32 
ounces, or 32 ounces of whole milk. 
If he is much under 9 months he 
}may still have sugar in it. 
If the baby wakens at 7 a.m. be- 
}gin his day’s schedule then. So 
jlong as you space the feedings four 
|hours apart it makes little ‘dif- 
|ference at what hour you begin 
jthem. Let baby decide this by 
waking when he is hungry

Five Groups 
Petition City 
For Nursery 


Five Edmonton organizations 
will petition city council Monday 
night to take further steps to have 
day nurseries established in the 
city. They are the Council for Can- 
adian Unity, Edmonton Council 
of Social Agencies, Citizens’ Vol- 
unteer Bureau, Central Commit- 
tee of War Auxiliaries, and the 
Labor Progressive Party. 

In a report to council concerning 
day nurseries the commissioners re- 
port that Hon. Dr. W. W. Cross, 
minister of public health, has in- 
formed Mayor John W., Fry that 
the question of day nurseries had 
been discussed by the advisory 

committee established to deal with 
this matter and a “decision made 
that neither in Calgary nor Edmon- 
ton was there sufficient need shown 
for the institution of such a nurs- 
ery, but that if conditions changed 
the government was prepared to 
discuss the matter further at a later 
date, 


SEEK TO REBUILD 

Another matter to come before 
council on Monday night will be 
the application by Messrs. Blowey- 
Henry Ltd., for a permit to rebuild 
their premises recently damaged 
by fire. 

The qity architect, Maxwell C, 
Dewar, recommends that permis- 
sion be given to erect a one-storey 
frame and stucco building over the 
present foundations. 

In his report he states that “I 
had hoped that following the fire 
the opportunity presented would 
have availed, and that the re- 
mains of the present 
would be removed and the site 
made into a parkland, or parking 
area,” 

It is pointed out that although 
the company has purchased an 
other warehouse, it has consider- 
able investment in the damaged 
building and wishes to erect a one- 
storey structure on top of the base- 
ment, 

Mr, Dewar said there were two 
reasons why he recommends grant- 
ing the permit. The first is that 
the building at the time of the fire 
was situated in a third fire zone, 
and it was in order to build even 
the simplest form of frame con- 
struction in this location. On ap- 
plication by the owner to rebuild, 
steps were taken to place the prop- 
erty in the first class fire limits 
which calls for brick construction. 


SECOND REASON 

The second reason is that in view 
of the hillside location, the one- 
storey frame and stucco building 
would be bétter than a brick build- 
ing, as any subsidence would not 
be as dangerous for a frame struc- 
ture as it would be for a masonry 
one 

Council will be asked to con- 
sider a supplementary grant to 
the Edmonton library beard of

A formal resolution will be 
passed Monday night to enable the 
city to destroy weeds on private 
property where the owner has not 
done so prior to June 30.

Epilepsy comes from the Greek 
work meaning “seizure” and the 
term usually refers to falling fits 
which may be called seizures or | 


convulsions, There are three prin- 
cipal forms of epilepsy. The most 
severe type is called Grand Mal 
and during the seizure the patient 
may fall to the floor, the muscles 
jerking wildly, the patient frothing 
at the mouth while unconscious, 
About ten minutes is the average 
length of time for a convulsion of 
this kind to last. The patient is 
sometimes severely injured during 
the fall. 

The second type of epilepsy is 
much milder and is called Petit Mal 
and usually consists of a tempor- 
ary loss of consciousness without 
convlusions. The patient may stare 
straight ahead, forget what he is 
doing or drop what is in his hands, 
Sometimes the attacks consist only 
of dizziness or everything turning 
temporarily black. 

A third type of epilepsy is called 
Nocturnal Epilepsy and all of the 
seizures occur at night. A patient 
may have such attacks for years 
before he discovers from his bitten 
tongue and bloodstained pillow that 
he has them, A patient may have a 
mixture of several types of epilepsy. 
Epilepsy may appear in conjunt- 
tion with and be partially masked 
disorders, In fact, 
all falling fits may come 
the heading of epilepsy. 

A large percentage of cases de- 
velop before the age of fifteen in 
boys and the age of sixteen in girls, 
Comparatively 
in later years, and, 


if you have 


escaped up to the age of thirty you | 
will probably never develop the | 


disorder. There is one exception to 
this and that is the type of 
epilepsy which follows an injury 
of the head. In some cases of this 
type the attacks do not appear un- 
til several years after the injury. 
Experts are pointing out that, as a 
result of the frequent automobile 


accidents which bring abovt severe | 
head shocks, we may expect more | 
of those cases of epilepsy which) 


develop later in life. 

GeneraJly the sufferer from epil- 
epsy has no way of telling when he 
will have another seizure, 
though in most cases they occur at 
fairly regular intervals, 
the fits 
times in many years or they may 
return twice a month or oftener. 
Many men of genius, such as Na- 
poleon and Caesar, are said to 
have been epileptics. In the past
